Everything In the cosmos seems to 


go round and round. The moon trav- 
els around the carth,-the earth around 
the'- SUD ; and presumably the' sun Is 
following'an orbit about somfe center, 
whether a giant sun or merely n point 
in space. Our universe (If the theory 
above outlined be accepted) Is whirl- 
Ing. Probably, as It whirls; It Is mak- 
Jng a Journey of Its own about some 
center, perhaps In concert with other 
cnlverjes. 


Spac'e being infinite: In eitent, It Is, 


when one comes to think of It, absurd 
for us to imagine that ours Is Uie only 
universe. 


We.shall neVer know. But at least 


we may claim thnt our Ideas on the 
subject of creation are expanding.—

The "Soul of Soldiery," which In 1S2J! 


contained about 70 active and GO honor- 
ary members, for nearly db years had 
an annual parade and banquet In Qcto- 
ber,-slmilar lo that of the Ancient nnd 
Honorable Artillery .company In-June. 


The commander and his subordinate 


officers* were elected ht.the annual 
meelhig In January and could serve 
ohlyione year. .Any noncom.W"good 
character was eligible to membership, 
the fee was ?0.a year.and the1 clerk' of 
the orgrinliatlon wns paid S10 a year. 
The penalty for absence from the an- 
nual meeting was a fine of 25 cents, 
while failure to attend on drill night 
cost 37H cents. 


The organization appears to havS had 


no special .uniform,, as members were 
permitted to wear on parade the uni- 
form of whatever mllltla organization 
they belonged to. .0ntforms of the 
old-time Independent mllltla companies 
having .been of diversified design nnd 
combination of color, the "Soul of Sol- 
diery" on parade must have had much 
of the kaleidoscopic appearance which 
distinguished the Anclenta till they 
adopted tnclr organization uniform a 
generation ago.
